SILVER BAY, N N.Y.—Describing 
“all politiciams. high and low” as the 
chief beneficiaries of the “rela 
racket”, Roger W. Babson, economist 
told members of the Silver Bay insti- 
tute that the United States is “on a 
dole” and asserted that until public 
attention is focussed on men instead 
of money “the world will continue to 
suffer.”

DEATH OF MR, GILLETTE, 


SAFETY RAZOR FAME, AT 
LOS ANGELES 


King Camp Gillette, who petfected 
the double-edged safety razor blade, 
died recently at Los Angeles, at the 
age of 77. 

The inventor and manufacturer | 
succumbed after undergoing severa.| 
-| Operations during two years for an 
intestinal malady. 

He went to California nearly 2v 
years ago from Boston, where he or- 
ganized the Gillette Safety Razor 
Company in 1901. 

His Los Angeles realty transac- 
tions were among the largest ever 
recorded ‘here. 

Educated in Chicago, Mr. Ginetve 
became a salesman and later Londun 
branch manager for a bottle-stopper 
company. After conceiving the thin, 
sharp blade to overcome the task of 
straight-edged shaving, he devoted 
five years to evolving a holder, 

‘The razor was launched as a com- 
mercial product in 19038..Only 51. sets 
were sold that year, but annual salve 
Of as many a8 15,000,000 razors and 
1,000,000,000 blades followed. 

Mr, Gillette was born in Fond Du 
Lac, Wis., January 5, 1855. His father 
George Wolcott Gillette, was an in- 
veator before him. Hig mother wrote 
“The White House Cook Book.”

The Influence of 
Weather on Spread 
of Stem Rus 


A ~ question frequently asked in 
Western Canada at this time of year 
is “will stem rust be bad?" Unfor- 
tunately this is a question which ao 
one can answer in advance, as no one 
can predict what the weather condi- 
tiong will be during the remainder of 
the growing season. A few obser- 
vations on the influence of weather 
cunditions on rust development may 

| help those interested in cereal pro- 
duction to judge as the season pro- 
| Stresses, what the possibilites are of 
idamage from stem rust, Studies car- 
ried on at the Dominion Rust Re- 
search’ Laboratory, Winnipeg, have 
#hown pretty clearly that the bulk at 


_| least of the early rust infections are 


caused by wind borne spores from 
the south. South wind, then, during 
June and July may be looked upon as 
ao indication that an abundance of 
spores will be present in ‘the air over 
Western Canada to cause infection. 
But the presence of spores in the air 
is not sufficient, Weather conditions 
must be favourable for the germin- 
ation of these spores and for the o- 
velopment of the fungus in the. grow 
ing plants. A film 'of moisture must 
be present on the plants for several 
hourg in order that the spores cau 
germinate and their germ-tubes enter 
the .breathing pores of the plants. 
Rust spores germinate better at a 
moderately low temperature than at 
a high temperature, and, as the mois- 
ture does not dry off the plants so 
rapidly when the air ig cool, damp 
cool days or nights are favourable 
for infection. On the other hand, the 
fungus grows more rapidly in the 
tissues of the plants in bright sun- 
shine, Nights with heavy dew follow- 
ed by sunny days, or showery weather 
with intervals of bright sunshine fur- 
nish almost ideal rust weather. Can- 
tinuous high températures, however, 
cause early ripening of ‘the crops, so 
that the period in which rust can pic 
duce spores is shortened and hence 
fewer spores are available to produce 
| Bow infections. Besides, the more 


quickly the crops ripen, the shorter |. 


is the time they are subject to infec- 
tion. Dry cool weather is unfavour- 
able for rust .

A twenty-seven foot channel wil!

From 
an engineering standpoint, the project 
is second only to the Panama canal. 

A ‘two-stage development with 
dams at Crysler and Barnhart Islands 
strongly held out for by Canada as 
against a one-stage development 
proposed by the United States engin- 
eers, wil: take place. 

“As compared with a single stage 
development, the plan will involve 
materially less flooding to Canadian 
farm lands and historic gites.” Prime 
Minister’ Bennett stated. “Moreover 
it will material’y reduce the extent 
and height of the embankments to 
the greater safeguard of downstream 
interests, A head of twenty-five feet 
will be produced at Crysler Island 
and sixty feet at Barnhart Island. 

The national.or Quebec section ‘ 
the St. Lawrence River will be de- 
veloped by the Dominion with Canad- 
ian labor and materials, No contro: 
or supervision, direct or indirect, will 
be exercised by the United States ov- 
er this national undertaking. af 

Net new capital cost to Canada for 
the waterway project is $38,071,500. 
the prime minister announced. This 
total is made up of $22,320,000 r,- 
quired in the international rapids sec- 
fon on account of property damages, 
rehabitation works and the lock navi- 
ation canal at Crysler Island, “plur 
$82,954,000 for the Yocks and canals 
in the wholly Canadian section lyin, 
within the province of Quebec, less 
$67,202,500 paid by Ontario to the 
Dominion on account of power. works 
in the international section—giving 
a.total net cost to Canada of 
$38,071,500. 

This ,;otal may be decreased by 
$4,233,000 if the necessity for a guard 
lock in the Beauharnois canal is elim- 
inated, which would reduce the cus: 
to Canada by $33,838,500. ; 

Canada has been credited with the 
cost of the new Welland ship canal,

METRIC. MEASUREMENTS 
FOR OLYMPIC GAMES 


The use of the meter, and other 
metric measurements, in the Olympic 
tryouts throughout the United States 
and later in the Olympic Gameg at 
40s Angeles, July 30 to August 14, 
‘will attract wide attention to these 
simple decimal units. As the only 
world standard system, the metric 
weights and measures are ideal for 
use in international athletic competi- 
tion. 

The meter (often called the ‘world 
yard”) is about 10 per cent. more 
than the old yard, Thus thé 200 me- 
ters dash is about the same as the 
220 yards; and the 800 meters repre- 
sents the 880 yards run or half mile. 
Instead of a mile run, there wil be 
the 1500 meters run—short of a mile 
by. 110 meters. The 3000 metérs 
steeple-chase will ‘be proportionately 
less than two miles. ~ 

Building on the public interest de- 
veloped in metric measurements by 
the Olympic Games, a movement is 
under way to press legislation in 
Congress for adoption of these un. 
form decimal standards by the Un- 
ited States. All civilized peoples, ex- 
cept the Americans and British, have 
already adopted the metric units for 
everyday use : 


EVERY FARMER SHOULD. 
HAVE ACCOUNT. BOOK 


Farming is a business, and if it 
doesn't pay the farmer wants to 
know why it doesn't pay. Some re- 
cords of receipts and expenses tu- 
gether with an inventory (a list with 
values of livestock, feed, implements, 
etec., on hand), taken at the beginning 
and end of the farmer’s year, must 
pe kept if he is to find out why or 
where it doesn't pay. A record of each 
department of the fanm business 
should be kept. This is the only way 
to find out how much is being made 
from each or which departments are 
not paying. To assist the farmer in 
this matter the Dominion experi- 
mental farms have issued a very 
simple and usefuj little account book. 
This little book, while simple, is a 
great step in advance of keeping no 
accounts whatever. It may be prv 
cured from the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa,
